In order words, 
the preamble should read -a computer readable medium storing a computer 
program used with a picture generation system for generating animation pictures, 
comprising the steps of:- 

In claims 3 and 4, at line 1, before "computer program" and after "A", insert 
-computer readable medium storing a-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are allowed for reasons indicated in the previous 
communication.
